syswm tia proposed in the Nyo bill 
:i: the regular session of the legisla. 
i-jre and amendments to the blue 
F.-i.v law. 


It is planned that the legislature 


c.-m complete its work in three days 


the most, so that all of the mem.- 


bcrs will be able to return to their 
homos by next Sunday. 
The meec- 


:nff will be convened at 2 o'clock in 


i '.he afternoon. 
All of the bills will 


be framed in the next faw days and 
will bo ready for introduction as 
toon us the legislature organizes. 


Under the Wisconsin constitution 


only those "matters included in the 
ipgislative call can be considered -at 
the special session. As set forth in 
the call, there arc as follows: 


"1. To consider the enactment oi 


such legislation as will grant tho 
privilege to attend the university, 
normal schools, high schools, com- 
mon schools, special schools or any) 
private college located in the state 
of Wisconsin, to any soldier, sailor, 


I marine or nurse who .rendered serv- 


ice during the world war and who 


I was in the service of the army, navy 


or hospital corps 
of

signing; of the armistice, and to pro- 
Tide for the payment of such per- 
sons of certain sums of money by 
i ho state in monthly payments dur- 
ing the period which such students 
aLiend such college or school, and to 
nmka the necessary appropriations 
for such payments as to provide by 
adequate appropriation the neces- 
siiry -facilities, including instruc-

viiions of such a law.

"3. To amend chapter 542 of the

for nec-dy soldiers.

of schools. 


''5. To consider legislation Tali- 


dating bond issues of municipalities, 
villages and school districts. 


"6. To consider legislation per- 


mitting county boards to make ap- 
propriations for the collection, pub- 
lication and distribution of war rec- 
ords."

to deal with it is to decline to be a 
party to it at all.

vor of Germany any and all claims 
for indemnity because of the war 
and see' that she gets credit for 
what we renounce. We ought to re- 
nounce all participation or. member- 
ship in..,commissions, 'committees; 
boards • or otherwise ^ provided for 
in the treaty in'aid'of its execution 
to. which',by..its ter,rn.s_:we are jiart- 
ies.-vWo ~6u£h't'~:notr-to accept cbti- 
sessions of German, territory. We 
ought,to declare 'a general policy 
to regard with concern any" threat 
of disturbance .of 
general 
world 


peace, but at the same time 
we- 


should -reserve complete liberty of 
action, cither independently or in 
conjunction with other powers, in 
taking such steps as we determine 
wise for preserving .the peace. 


"We ought then to carry out tha 


spirit of the act of 1916, which au- 
thorized' the president -to convene 
the nations of the w<jrld_' together to • 
establish a'.code 
of-' international1 


law, 
reduce armaments, to estab- 


lish an international tribunal and go 
as far as possible in the direction 
of securing peace -through justice, 
through a leag-uc to which all. the 
world are parties in its formation.

NEW YORK—-The strike of ac- 


tors in New York has given the pub- 
lic .a vast .amount of amusement. 
But it has done more than that. It 
has changed very decidedly the pop. 
ular estimate of stage people as a 
class, 
Within a few short weeks 


their self-respect and the public's 
respect for them has risen tremend- 
ously. 


To begin with, no one ever sus- 


pected the actors of harboring any 
positive amount of public spirit or 
sense of solidarity.'

Men and women just enter- 
ing on a successful career and en- 
joying the favor of managers and 
the public for the first time walked 
out with the rest. • The BarrymorE 
family, which includes John Drew, 
and the immensely popular John and 
Ethel, .not only joined the strikers 
bat spoke at the meetings.
